St. Petersburg, March 22.—The Rus­ 
sian army in Manchuria is still to have 
the services of General Kuropatkin, 
who is considered by many, iii spite 
of his series of reverses, the best gen­ 
eral and foremost 
strategist of the 
Russian army. 
Sinking all feeling of 
personal 
bitterness 
because of 
his 
supercession aud all the old-time en­ 
mity betA^en 
himself and 
General 
Linevitch in a patriotic desire to be of 
service to the fatherland, the former 
commander-in-chief volunteered to re ­ 
main in any capacity with the army 
which he had so long commanded. The 
tender has been accepted by Em peror 
Nicholas and gratefully 
received by 
the ne v leader of the grand army. 
The change exactly reverses the old 
order of affairs, when Kuropatkin was 
the supreme leader and Liuevitch di­ 
rected the First army. 
Authoritative news of this rem ark­ 
able step 
was known in 
Manchuria 
much earlier than in St. Petersburg. 
General Kuropatkin, having paused on 
bis homeward journey at Harbin, start­ 
ed southward the afternoon of March 
20, amidst a

At the departure southward of Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin crowds of thousands 
of civilians and soldiers gathered at 
the station and gave him a great ova­ 
tion. 
Above thundering hurrahs were 
heard cries of “God 
send you happi­ 
ness.” 
“good 
bye, 
brother,” 
“good 
bve, father.” 
As tho train started sol­ 
diers 
rushed forward 
in a 
surging 
crowd and grasped the handrail of the 
general’s car, throwing their fur caps 
into 
the air and 
running some 
dis­ 
tance with the car. 
The scene made 
a deep impression on General Kuropat­ 
kin, down whose face tears streamed. 
Removing his cap, he saluted again 
and again, and stood bareheaded on 
the platform of the car as long as the 
train was in sight. 


Retreat Is Uneventful. 
The retreat is apparently progress­ 
ing 
uneventfully. 
No dispatches

moment were received Tuesday.

And But One Point is Conceded in 
Recommendations Made by 


President Tighe. 


During the next year or two there is 
no question in which tho city generally 
wil| be as interested a> the water works 
matter,and just at this time, when Sen­ 
ator Frnter is preparing a *>¡11 to be in­ 
troduced in the state legislature em­ 
powering cities in this state having a 
population of not less than o.OQO nor 
more than 10,000 to construct, erect or 
purchase water works and to issue 
bonds for such a purpose, it is natural 
that tho Commercial Club and the 
members of the city council are taking 
tho matter up, making the proper rec­ 
ommendations to Mr. Frater and exert­ 
ing every influence to have the proper 
law passed which which will not bind 
Brainerd to live up to anything that 
will ultimately work a hardship on the 
taxpayers. 
For tho first time in many months the 
question was up before the council on 
Monday evening, and the members had 
the advantage of having present at this 
meeting Dr. Hemstead and 
Mayor 
O’Brien, of the legislative committee of 
the Comtneacial Club. 
These gentle­ 
men appeared at the meeting immedi­ 
ately following a meeting of the board 
of directors of tho Commercial Club, 
which meeting had been called for the 
purpose of discussing some changes pro­ 
posed in the bill being drafted by Sen­ 
ator Frater, the changes having been 
recommended by Ambrose lighe, of the 
Minnesota Water Works company. 
This matter came up at the last meet­ 
ing of the Commercial Club and at that 
time a communication was read from 
Senator Frater in which he stated that 
Mr. Tighe had requested that he be 
heard on the matter before the bill be 
presented for passage in the legislature: 
that he had a right as a heavy taxpayer 
here to be heard. 
Mr. Prater stated 
that he had decided, therefore, to wait 
until hi' heard from Mr. Tighe. 
The first change asked for was after 
the words “ erect or purchase,” Mr. Tighe 
requesting that the words “ or acquired 
by conuemnation 
be inserted, 
I his 
change, it was thought by the Commer 
cial Club, would work a benefit to the 
city as well as to Mr. Tighe, and the 
council took the same view of the mat­ 
ter, deciding that this point would be 
conceded to Mr. Tighe, but recommend­ 
ing that all honorable means be em­ 
ployed by Mr. Frater to pass the orig­ 
inal bill without further changes. 
Mr. Tighe then went on and asked 
that the bill be amended as follows: 
“ But, if in any suchcity there is a sys­ 
tem of water works maintained by a pri­ 
vate enterprise and capable of supply­ 
ing suchcity with water for domestic 
and industrial purposes and tire protec­ 
tion, such city shall not, by anything 
herein contained, be authorized to con­ 
struct an additional system and issue 
bonds therefor. But in such case tho 
said city may either acquire such exist­ 
ing system by purchase at such price, 
uot exceeding its fair value, anil on such 
terms as may be agreed on between- 
said city and the owners thereof, or, if 
such agreement as to price and terms 
cannot be arrived at, may acquire such 
system by condemnation thereof.

COMMERCIAL CLUB INTERESTED 


And But One Point is Conceded in 


Recommendations Made by 


President Tighe. 


D u rin g th e next year or two there is 
no question in w hich the city generally 
will be as interested as the w ater works 
m a tte r,a n d just at this tim e, when Sen 
ato r F ra te r is preparing a bill to be in­ 
troduced in the state legislature em ­ 
pow ering cities in this sta te having a 
population of not less th a n 5,000 nor 
more th an 10,000 to construct, erect or 
purchase w ater works am i to 
issue 
bonds far such a purpose, it is natural 
th a t tho Commercial C lu b and the 
m em bers of the city council are taking 
tho m a tte r up, m aking the proper rec­ 
om m endations to Mr. F ra te r and exert­ 
ing every influence to have the proper 
law passed which which will not bind 
B rain erd to live up to an ythin g th a t 
will ultim ately work a h ardship on the 
taxpayers. 
For th e first time in m any m onths the 
question was up before th e council on 
M onday evening, and th e mem bers had 
th e advantage of having present at this 
m eeting 
Dr. 
Ilem stead 
and 
Mayor 
O ’Brien, of the legislative com m ittee of 
the Com m ejcial Club. 
These gentle­ 
men appeared at the m eeting imm edi­ 
ately following a m eeting of th e board 
of directors of tho Com m ercial Club, 
w hich m eeting had been called for the 
purpose of discussing some changes pro­ 
posed in the bill being drafted by S e n ­ 
ator F ra te r, the changes having been 
recom m ended by A m brose Tighe, of the 
M innesota W ater W orks company. 
T h is m a tte r cam e up a t the last m eet­ 
ing of th e Com mercial C lu b and at th a t 
tim e a com m unication was read from 
S enator F ra te r in w hich he stated th a t 
Mr. T ighe had requested th a t he be 
heard on the m atter before the bill be 
presented for passage in the legislature: 
th a t he had a right as a heavy taxpayer 
here to be heard. 
Mr. F ra te r stated 
th a t he had decided, therefore, to wait 
un til he heard from Mr. Tighe. 
T h e first change asked for was after 
th e words “e r e c to r purchase,” M r.T ighe 
requesting th a t the words “or acquired 
by condem nation" be inserted. 
T his 
change, it was th o u g h t by the C om m er­ 
cial C lub, would work a benefit to the 
city as well as to Mr. Tighe, and the 
council took the same view of the m a t­ 
ter, deciding th a t this point would be 
conceded to Mr. Tighe, b u t recom m end­ 
ing th a t all honorable m eans be e m ­ 
ployed by Mr. F r a te r to pass the orig­ 
inal bill without fu rth e r changes. 
Mr. Tighe then w ent on and asked 
th a t the bill be am ended as follows: 
“ But, if in any su ch city there is a sys­ 
tem of w ater works m aintained by a pri­ 
vate enterprise and capable of supply­ 
ing such city with w ater for domestic 
an d industrial purposes and tire protec­ 
tion, such city shall not, by anything 
herein contained, be authorized to con­ 
s tru c t an additional system and issue 
bonds therefor. 
B u t in such case the 
said city may either acquire such exist­ 
ing system by p urchase a t such price, 
not exceeding its fair value, and on such 
te rm s as may- be agreed—on between- 
said city and the ow ners thereof, or, if 
su ch agreem ent as to price and term s 
c an n o t be arrived at, may acquire such 
system by condem nation thereof. 
T he 
proceedure in th e event of condem na­ 
tion shall be th a t prescribed by C h a p te r 
28-4, G eneral Laws 1903, and the pur 
chase price of said system, as so Axed by 
agreem ent or condem nation, may be ou t 
of th e proceeds of th e bonds by th is act 
au th orized to be issued.” 
T h is recom m endation was entirely ig­ 
nored by both the Com m ercial Club and 
th e city council.

Senator Barker's Bill Would Abolish 
Caucuses. 
Senator Barker is the sponsor for a 
new primary bill offered iii the senate, 
which does away 
with the old-time 
caucuses iud substitutes the nomina- « 
lion of delegates to county conventions 
by a primary election, held the third 
Tuesday in June. 
The county conven­ 
tion is held the fourth Tuesday of June 
to send delegates to state conventions. 
The primary elections to chose dele­ 
gates to the county conventions for the 
nomination of county officers shall be 
held at the same time and place and 
conducted by the sam e officers as al­ 
ready provided for primary elections. 
The senate killed Senator Sehain’s 
bill which provides 
for the appoint­ 
ment of county assessors in counties 
having 10,000 inhabitants. 
The vote 
was D5 in favor 
of the bill 
and 25 
against. 
The senate passed Senator W ard’s 
anti-bucket shop bill. 
The bill gives 
authority to the city councils to put 
bucket shops out of business by the 
n e c e s s a ry legislation. 
Two bills by Senator Cole were rec­ 
ommended to pass. 
They provide a 
salary of $3,000 for the governor’s pri­ 
vate secretary and the turning in to 
the state treasury of all fees for com­ 
missioning notaries public. 
Senator Wilson’s bill prohibiting the 
use of giant firecrackers, received a 
favorable recommendation in commit­ 
tee of the whole. 
The house bill providing a salary of 
$5,000 for the superintendent of the St. 
Paul city hospital, 
and $000 per an­ 
num for the members of the Ramsey 
county board 
of control was recom­ 
mended for passage. 
Senator McGill Introduced a bill for 
a non-partisan 
judiciary. 
Under the 
bill Judges shall be nominated only by 
petition of qualified voters. 
A bill by Senator Morgan empowers 
city councils in cities of 10,000 to 20,- 
000 inhabitants to grant authority for 
the construction of street railway lines 
and to connect said 
cities with sur­ 
rounding territory. 
The bill forbids 
exclusive franchises.
